HASSAN H. WHEELED DEAD.

He Was a Victim of Bright's Dis-

ease, followed by Consumption.

Well Known In Brooklyn Financial
nnd(Polilical Circles.

Hassan H. Wheeler, President of the
American DIstrictd Telegraph Company,
of lliooklyn, died at 4.1". o'clock this
morning, at his home, 241 Cumberland
street, llroklyn. Hasty consumption was
the cause of death.

.Mr. Whee'er was taken 111 with
Hrlght's disease about thiec years ago.
About a month ago h- became so 111 that
Drs. Hplcr and Pairlsh were called to
attend him. Within a few days they
discovered that his dlneiiFe had developed
Into hasty consumption.

WOMEN STRIKER FIGHT.

Lively How In Front of liondy's
Cigar Factory.

A crowd of fifty Ilohemlan women
cigar-maker- who have been on strike
since Monday, almost created n riot In
the vicinity of nondy'n cigar factory, at
Seventieth street nnd Klrst avenue, nt
7 o'clock this morning. Tho strike was
caused through a reduction in their
ptlee of labor, from 4,0 to $41,10 per
thourand cigars.

This cut in their pay did not affect
n hundred others, who remained at
work, and It led to frequent tights.

This morning the strikers gathered
long before the hour of opening of the
factory doors, hut Policeman Crowe and
two othera kept them moving about.

At 7 o'clock the strikers stopped sevr
eral of the workwomen and compelled
some of them by fear of punishment to
turn back and go home.

One of the cigar-maker- s named Mary
Levy, eighteen years old. of 120 Chivtle
stiect, would not be Intimidated. When
she persisted on going to work, a man
named Ootlleb Lenhardt, also a cigar-make- r,

of 40 Kost 8venty-thlr- street,
gave her a push and a blow.

Policeman Crowe had his nttentlon
called to this by Richard Bondy, Hon of
the cigar-make- r. When the policeman
tried to arrest Lenhardt the strlkera
tried to block his path and Lenhunlt
fltd Crowe forced a pasiage through
the mob and captured Lenhardt in a
stoneyanl at Hlxty-elght- h stttet and
Avenue A.
